of the liver occupied the lett lhypochondriac ree 
von, with the small lobe extending alittle to the 
egit. The spleen was found in the right side 
where the liver should have been situated. The 
stomach was reversed with regard to its position, 
having the larger curvatoreon the right, the small 
curvature and the pylorie orifice on the left. The 
mMestines were likewise changed in their order 
of arrangement, the deodamus commencing and 
Wing principally on the left: side, and the segmoid 
exture of the coton on the right. 

This examination was extended far enough ww 
satisfy those present that this anomaly was a lusus 
natura of the remotest embryotic origin, and could 
hut possibly have resulted from disease, at any 
period of his life. This gentleman died in his 
thirtieth year, and is said to have been remarkably 
heslthy and athletic until withn two or three 
years past, during which time he had suflered 
much trom disarrangement of the liver and spleen 
probably produced by his removal from a nor.
